valuable preservation and beautification projects through- 
out the town. Some of these projects include the purchase 
and renovation of Marion's U.S. Post Office building, 
management of the Island Wharf project (including pav- 
ing the parking lot), donation of 22 trees to the Marion 
Tree Committee to beautify the Route 6 area of town, and 
the implementation of an extensive archival database and 
connection with the Elizabeth Taber Library. 

Last year's proceeds went toward the develop- 
ment and publication of the popular book, A Picture Post- 
card History of Marion, Massachusetts, which chronicles the 
town's illustrious past. This year, proceeds from the Show 
will be dedicated to help fund two important objectives.

Devil's in the Details 
Police Officers Preferred Over Flagmen 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

With Governor Deval Patrick's ongoing attempt 
to establish a new set of regulations governing the use of 
police details on roadway work sites, local police depart- 
ments have weighed in on the benefits of using uniformed 
police officers over the proposed civilian "flagmen" in 
their place. 

What has always been a bone of contention for 
some, the pay rate for so-called third-party police details 
is sometimes viewed as a perk in contract negotiations 
between the police union and local towns. The hourly rate 
is generally set during collective bargaining sessions and 
the hiring of police officers for private detail work is done 
within the department. 

While the need for police details in busy, high- 
traffic areas certainly makes sense, the new proposal 
sets out to provide an option for cities and towns to use 
civilian flagmen on smaller jobs along secondary roads. 
Estimates suggest police details are paid upwards of $40 
an hour, while civilian flagmen can be hired for about half

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that — or $25 an hour. 

But Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller stressed 
that these details are not paid out of town coffers and the 
money is either paid directly or later reimbursed by the 
private entity doing the roadwork. 

"There's no effect on our budget whatsoever/ 7 
Chief Miller said. "The details are paid by the private 
concern." 

"I don't see where the cost savings will be," 
agreed Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee. "If companies 
are saying that detail officers are costing them thousands 
of dollars, I would suggest that if they eliminate police 
details, there should be a reduction in my bill — and you 
know that's not going to happen."

''On any given day, most communities have one 
to three detail officers out on construction or utility proj- 
ects," added Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons. "In an 
emergency, if needed, those detail officers can be used to 
assist in the emergency You will not have that with flag- 
men." 

Both Marion and Rochester police officers cur- 
rently earn $39 an hour for police detail work, while 
Mattapoisett pays $30 for town detail work and $41 for 
third-party details. Although the civilian flagmen may 
individually receive less per hour, the police chiefs still 
maintain there are other costs to consider. 

"Massachusetts is a prevailing wage state," Chief 
Lyons said, suggesting the ultimate hourly rate for civil- 
ian flagmen could be as high as $37.50 under the prevail- 
ing wage law. "With our $41 rate you get a trained ob- 
server, an EMT, and a police officer capable of responding 
to an emergency if needed. Is there really a cost savings?" 

"I don't see a huge cost savings with the flag- 
men," Chief Miller agreed. "These companies are still go- 
ing to have to hire someone who's bonded and there are 
liability issues." 

"In the event of an accident resulting from the 
flagmen, the construction or utility company would be 
liable," Chief Lyons added. "Certainly, the community 
could also be named as a party in the lawsuit." 

Chief Miller also maintained that having an 
on-duty, uniformed police officer present at a job site is

always preferred when dealing with traffic patterns that 
might affect other areas of town. 

"It has an impact on the entire town if they're 
shutting down roads/ 7 Chief Miller said. "There are a lot 
of things that still need to be worked out. Certainly for us, 
we would have a lot of extra people on so we can always 
shut down the detail and have the officers respond imme- 
diately if needed. The officers can also stop and help out 
accident scenes/ 7 

"Directing traffic in the roadway certainly is a 
public safety responsibility 77 Chief Magee added. "I think 
it 7 s important that police officers have the authority to di- 
rect traffic, stop vehicles, issue citations and enforce speed 
limits. What's a civilian flagman going to do when he tells 
a vehicle to stop and they don't? There's just no authority 
and we have that. People also tend to slow down when 
they see a police officer — it's a natural reaction. I certain- 
ly think that road construction projects are a public safety 
issue ... and need a police officer. 77 

Chief Lyons said the language in the currently 
proposed Transportation Bill also grants the authority to 
direct traffic in a particular direction to the engineer at a 
particular job site. 

"The flagmen are under the engineer's control 
and would be required to direct traffic according to the 
engineer and not the police," Chief Lyons said. "That 
presents problems when there is an emergency such as a 
major accident. As Chief, technically, I would not be able 
to tell the flagmen to direct traffic around the accident 
scene. The flagmen could actually keep sending the traffic 
... towards the emergency." 

Chief Miller offered two recent examples where 
having a hired police detail worked to their advantage: 
the first, when a fugitive was on the loose recently in the 
tri-town area and a Marion officer headed to a police de-

tail site spotted him, leading to his immediate apprehen- 
sion. Then, earlier in the day, Chief Miller noted a detail 
officer called in an accident from a work site and was 
able to provide a report immediately without having to 
dispatch additional officers to the scene. 

Chief Magee added that having a detail officer on 
duty also provides additional coverage at no cost to the 
town. 

"We're a small town with only a couple of of- 
ficers on patrol at any given time," Chief Magee said. "I'd 
say we have a detail everyday or every other day. That 
supplements my force. The detail officer's in full uniform, 
he's got a radio, he's aware of what we're looking for ... 
that's a free officer for the town with another set of eyes 
and ears on duty." 

While some larger police forces have been known 
to abuse third-party detail jobs, Chief Magee said there's 
no history of that locally and he mandates that his detail 
officers be out on the street and actively directing traffic 
while on duty, not sitting inside a parked police cruiser. 
He also feels that if the state is looking to give cities and 
towns the option of choosing between a uniformed police 
officer and a civilian flagman, that decision should rest 
with the Police Chief. 

"Ultimately, I think the decision whether to use 
flagmen or a police detail should fall with the local Police 
Chief as the person in charge of public safety," Chief 
Magee said. "I should be the one to make that determina-

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no. This is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel.

Annual visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed, happy and comfortable.

Marion Affordable Housing Trust met with a team of rep- 
resentatives from the E.A. Fish Corporation and current 
residents of Little Neck Village to discuss the winning 
proposal on Monday, August 11. 

"There's been a need for expansion of afford- 
able housing at Little Neck Village/ 7 said Housing Trust 
Chairman Reg Foster during the first in a series of public 
meetings on the project. "We wound up issuing an RFP in 
early April 2008 asking for proposals from developers and 
operators of affordable housing ... asking for anywhere 
from 40 to 60 additional units at the Little Neck Village 
site. On July 28 we announced the winning bidder, which 
was the E.A. Fish group." 

"Tonight what we'd like to do is give you a sum- 
mary of our RFP submission," said Dana Angelo, project 
manager for E.A. Fish. "To give you an overview of the 
building design, to the site landscaping, construction 
phasing, property management and residential services." 

"We're very excited about this project and we 
look forward to working with you," said Edward A. Fish, 
owner of the company. "What you have chosen is what I 
would have chosen myself. We want to work closely with 
the people of the Little Neck Village to make sure their 
home is everything they expect." 

The proposed design includes one large building 
with 30 one-bedroom units; three similar buildings with 
six one-bedroom apartments each; and a 2,000-square- 
foot community building. Ample parking along with 
landscaping will also be included, along with an onsite 
bioretention pond to treat storm water runoff. 

"We hope to keep a very open dialogue between 
the residents and the town," said Mike Fish, introducing 
his initial two-phase construction plan for the project. 
"This will be the only plan done without input from the

Mr. Fish anticipates a quick turnaround time once 
construction begins — with the larger two-story, 30-unit 
building to be completed within five to six months. The 
other smaller buildings — including the community 
building — will then be constructed once current resi- 
dents are moved into the new facility. 

One potential issue raised during the meeting 
was the possibility of converting some of the apartments 
into two-bedroom units, as some of the people on the 
waiting list for housing need 24-hour assistance. 

"Often there are health issues and husband and 
wife can't share the same bedroom/ 7 added Housing 
Trust member Ora Mae Torres. "Or the configuration 
where you have siblings who don't want to share a bed- 
room. Two-bedroom units will give us more flexibility in 
serving our community." 

"We will do everything in our power to ac- 
commodate two-bedroom units, but our first priority is 
keeping the current residents of Little Neck Village ... and 
keeping it affordable for them," said Edward Fish. 

With that, the Marion Affordable Housing Trust 
unanimously supported a resolution to have E.A. Fish 
make a reasonable effort to provide two to four two-bed- 
room units as part of the project. 

"I'm impressed with the speed that things are 
progressing at and I hope the information continues to 
flow," said Selectman and Housing Trust member Steve 
Cushing. 

"I really love the design and it's been a pleasure 
to meet the E.A. Fish Company and get to know you folks 
a bit," said Little Neck resident Dot Burrill. "My comfort 
level with you is excellent. I feel that you have listened to 
us and we have a real chance for a wonderful develop- 
ment here." 

A notice of intent for the project will be filed with 
the Marion Conservation Commission (ConCom) on 
Friday, August 15 with a subsequent hearing slated for 
Wednesday, September 3. 

An application will also be filed with the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community Development (DHCD) 
for state funding by October 30.

date, Town Meeting has authorized $278,000 in design/ 
engineering costs for the project, which is now ready for 
construction funding. 

Chairman Lombard then wished to read the fol- 
lowing statement into the record regarding the ongoing 
struggle between the town and a group of individuals 
who filed and won a lawsuit in the Tinkham Forest Land 
Swap Deal: 

"For some time now, a small group of individuals in 
town who blocked the town's opportunity to exchange the 20- 
acre Tinkham Forest for over 400 acres of valuable and environ- 
mentally-important land, have been claiming that the Mat- 
tapoisett Board of Selectmen is "wasting money" by pursuing 
an appeal in the lawsuit that these individuals brought against 
the town. The Board of Selectmen feels that it is time to put the 
record straight. 

The proposed exchange was supported by over two- 
thirds of the voters at the town's 2004 Annual Town Meeting 
and would have resulted in the town's acquisition and preser- 
vation of land more than twenty times the area of the present 
Tinkham Forest. Much of this land is in the Zone 2 protec- 
tion area for the town's drinking water supply, as well as the 
town's Watershed Protection District, and is vital to the town's 
present and future water needs. Some of this land would have 
contributed to the proposed bike path that is to be constructed 
at the Mattapoisett I Marion border. This exchange would have 
provided the first ever opportunity for the town to develop a 
handicapped-accessible public park along the Mattapoisett

River. 

Other benefits to the public are too numerous to men- 
tion here. In fact, many of the individuals who sued the town 
have actually suggested that the town should spend hundreds of 
thousands (maybe millions) of dollars to acquire the very same 
land that they have prevented the town from obtaining for free. 

Many months ago, in November of 2007, the Board 
of Selectmen made an offer to dismiss its appeal if the plaintiffs 
would do likewise and drop their attempt to force the town's 
taxpayers to pay their private legal bills. The plaintiffs refused 
this offer; yet they continue to publicly attack the Board of 
Selectmen for not unilaterally dropping the town's appeal. 

Most recently, on August 1, 2008, the plaintiffs filed 
their latest appeal brief with the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts' Appeals Court. It is perplexing that these same indi- 
viduals accuse the Board of Selectmen of "wasting money" by 
following the will of Town Meeting and pursuing the town's 
legal rights in this litigation. Even more surprising is that they 
argue that the town should drop its appeal, while they refuse to 
drop their own appeal of the court's decision to deny their claim 
against the town for well over $100,000 in attorney fees. That's 
right: these same individuals, who claim they want the town to 
drop its appeal in order to save the taxpayers money, really just 
want the taxpayers to pay their own lawyer's six-figure legal 
bill. 

The Board of Selectmen has directed its attorneys to 
dismiss the town's appeal. If the plaintiffs are really interested 
in saving the town money, the Board calls upon them to also 
dismiss their appeals. If the plaintiffs continue to appeal, the 
public will know that it has not been the Board of Selectmen 
that has been prolonging this litigation and costing the taxpay- 
ers money, but the very individuals who have been leveling this 
false accusation against the Board."

"If they call us and say they need more help, 
we go out/ 7 

"That's a guideline ... it's not an end-all, be-all/ 7 
Chief Lyons said. "If there's a situation where we're going 
to need more help, we'll call in whoever we need. The 
people on the dispatch desk are trained to determine who 
should be called." 

"I think first response in the name of the game," 
Selectman Randall said. "If a life is involved, it's got to 
be done. When people go out they should be medically- 
qualified to handle a situation (on the water)." 

"The police are the EMS in this town ... so they go 
out with (Mr. Mach) on the fire / rescue boat," Chief Lyons 
said. "That policy was put into effect in 1999 and in 2003 
it was determined that the policy was working. If there's 
an incident that occurred that someone's concerned about, 
we can address that. Rest assured, when those 911 calls 
come into the station, we respond with all the necessary 
resources ... even if it means us comandeering boat, and 
we've done that in the past." 

"We're not looking at changing anything," Chair- 
man Lombard said. "The last time this was reviewed 
was October 2003 and we thought it was a good time to 
review it." 

"If you're out on the water, you're better off hav- 
ing a VHF radio and call on channel 16 for assistance," 
Mr. Botelho said. "When you call 911 from a cell phone, 
it gets routed to the closest tower ... so it may get sent to

Under New Business, Selectman Morse noted 
they have a proposed Host Agreement from the Casella 
Corporation to consider bringing in about 400 tons of 
solid waste per day at a temporary transfer station site in 
Rochester, pending permitting fees. The suggested host 
fee is $3.03 per ton (to be increased each year) with all 
materials being transferred to the Casella Landfill site in 
western Massachusetts. 

Under the agreement Casella will also: 

• Take over the townwide recycling pickup, pro- 
viding every resident with a 96-gallon rolling toter; 

• Accept construction and demolition waste from 
town-owned buildings free-of -charge; 

• Sponsor a Household Hazardous Waste Collec- 
tion for the town, free-of -charge; and 

• Provide a roll-off container at the town's 
Highway Barn to be picked up and emptied at the towns 
request, free-of -charge. 

"Everything goes into the same container: news- 
paper, plastic, glass/ 7 Selectman Morse said of the new 
recycling program. "This toter provided to residents 
will have a barcode that can be read for each household. 
We figure this will save the town about 10 to 20 percent 
of their solid waste disposal. It's a real good program. 
They're just waiting for approval from the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP)." 

"This will just be a transfer station," Mr. LaCam- 
era added. "None of it stays here in the Town of Roches-

According to resident and abutter Tim Scholz, he 
feels there's been a big improvement in the noise since 
Mr. Rose moved the dogs to an area further behind his 
home. 

"Sunday morning I could hear the dogs going 
berserk way off in the distance/ 7 Mr. Scholz said.

"The nuisance was the dogs 7 barking and, as 
Town Counsel has pointed out, it seems to have greatly 
improved, 77 Selectman McGaffey said. 

"I would suggest we continue the hearing for 
another sixty days and see if there are any more com- 
plaints, 77 Attorney Perry said. 

With that, the board agreed to continue the hear- 
ing to Monday, October 20 at 7:00 pm to ensure that the 
barking nuisance has been resolved once and for all. 

In other matters, the board noted receipt of a 
notice from the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program 
advising a total of $135,000 in federal funds has been allo- 
cated to assist area communities in protecting open space 
and local habitat, remediating stormwater discharge, and 
mapping local wetlands, among other projects. Rochester 
is one of the communitities eligible to apply for a portion 
of these funds.

setts/ 7 said DPH State Epidemiologist Dr. Al DeMaria. 
"There is significant activity in the greater Boston area; as 
well as communities in the Worcester and Springfield ar- 
eas. People should consider the virus as being established 
in Massachusetts for the summer. The warm, wet summer 
is continuing to support mosquito populations and allow- 
ing the virus to spread/ 7 

In 2007, there were six human cases of WNV in 
Massachusetts. While WNV can infect people of all ages, 
people over the age of 50 are at higher risk for severe dis- 
ease. WNV is usually spread to humans through the bite 
of an infected mosquito. 

People have an important role to play in protect- 
ing themselves and their loved ones from illnesses caused 
by mosquitoes. Helpful suggestions include: 

• Avoid Mosquito Bites: Be Aware of Peak 
Mosquito Hours. The hours from dusk to dawn are peak 
biting times for many mosquitoes. Consider reschedul- 
ing outdoor activities that occur during evening or early 
morning. 

• Clothing Can Help Reduce Mosquito Bites. 
Wearing long-sleeves, long pants and socks when out- 
doors will help keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

• Apply Insect Repellent when outdoors. Use a 
repellent with DEET (N, N-diethyl-m-toluamide), per- 
methrin, picaridin (KBR 3023), oil of lemon eucalyptus 
[p-methane 3, 8-diol (PMD)] or IR3535 according to the 
instructions on the product label. DEET products should

• Mosquito-Proof Your Home: Drain Standing 
Water. Mosquitoes lay their eggs in standing water. Limit 
the number of places around your home for mosquitoes 
to breed by either draining or discarding items that hold 
water. Check rain gutters and drains. Empty any unused 
flowerpots and wading pools, and change water in bird- 
baths frequently. 

• Install or Repair Screens. Keep mosquitoes 
outside by having tightly-fitting screens on all of your 
windows and doors. 

• Report Dead Birds: Dead crows or blue jays 
may be a sign that WNV is circulating among the birds 
and mosquitoes in your area. Call 1-866-MASS WNV to 
report a dead bird. By reporting dead birds, you can play 
an important role in monitoring WNV.

Gustave LaStaiti, 98, of Mattapoisett died August 5, 2008 at Tobey 
Hospital after a brief illness. He was the husband of the late Elsa 
(Scotti) LaStaiti. 

Born in Messina, Sicily, Italy, the son of the late Leo and Sarina 
(Crisafulli) Staiti, he was raised in Quincy and lived in the Greater 
New Bedford area most of his life. 

Gus was the quintessential American success story, and one in 
which generosity of spirit and resources have been paramount. Mak- 
ing the most of opportunities that presented themselves, Gus, despite 
very limited financial resources, soon found himself owning his own 
beauty salon. He was able to parlay this beginning into a chain of 
approximately 60 beauty salons throughout New England and New 
York State. As his need for additional hairdressers increased, he took 
a decisive step and opened his own beauty academy. In a short time, 
he became the largest operator of hairdressing academies in New 
England with fourteen academies, which included the only New York 
based advanced- styling schools for hairdressers, which he purchased 
from Charles of the Ritz. 

In 1968, he capitalized upon another opportunity and procured 
the first bank charter in the City of New Bedford in over 100 years. 
When the Southeastern Bank and Trust Company opened its doors 
in June of 1969, Gus served as President of the Board and C.E.O. 
His innovative approach to banking made SBTC one of the fastest 
growing banks in New England, and in 1980, the bank became affili- 
ated with the First National Bank of Boston later known as Bank of 
Boston-Bristol and later Bank America. He was also former co-owner 
of Gold Bond Powder. 

Over the years, Gus' contribution to the community has been

Pineapple Express. Starring Seth Rogen and James Franco. 
Directed by David Gordon Green. Running time: 105 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Last summer's Superb ad was written by Seth Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg when they were thirteen. Their new one, Pineapple Express, 
could' ve been written when they were twelve. In fits and starts, that's 
a good thing. Pineapple Express is an intentionally unstable mix of two 
vastly different elements — the slacker-stoner comedy and the violent 
drug-runner action movie. Even the title — referring to a particularly 
potent blend of marijuana — is bifurcated: the first word suggesting 
relaxation and tropical fruit, the second evoking the paranoid busted- 
for-possession drama Midnight Express. The result is an odd but inter- 
mittently pleasing experiment that might lose stoners with its gore and 
action fans with its glazed, circular weed chat. 

Dale Denton (Rogen) is a scruffy process server who tokes on and 
off the job; his dealer is Saul (James Franco), who sits in his apartment 
all day watching two TVs and hoping for some worthy company. Dale 
witnesses a drug killing, and the two go on the run; they can't go to 
the police because one of the killers (Rosie Perez) is a cop. The movie, 
directed by indie-film critics' darling David Gordon Green in a radical 
change of pace from quiet dramas like George Washington and All the 
Real Girls, follows these two shambling nitwits as they flail through a 
paranoid nightmare, a stoners' worst-case scenario. 

Bill Murray once told Roger Ebert that he knew movies were 
changing when he saw a comedy that featured someone getting shot 
and smearing blood across a mirror. "I thought 'This isn't comedy; this 
is something else," Murray said. Pineapple Express, and next week's even 
more brutal Tropic Thunder, are the latest examples of that something 
else: black comedies in which people die graphically and you aren't 
expected to care. The blood is spilled as casually as Saul's Slurpee across 
a cop's windshield; people are crushed, have chunks of their ears shot 
off, are shot multiple times yet still inexplicably walk around. 

Rogen and Franco make a classic comedy duo: the (relatively) 
straight-laced, uptight guy and the hapless cretin. Dale, however, is so 




immature he's dating a high-school girl (Amber Heard), while Saul is 
only into selling pot to save enough money to provide for his beloved 
grandma. Pretty much everyone onscreen is pathetic in some way, and 
Rogen and Goldberg try to breathe quirky life into some of the characters, 
like the bickering hit men pursuing our heroes, one of whom wants to be 
done with this whole dirty business so he can go home and have dinner 
with his wife for once. Judd Apatow produced Pineapple Express (yep, 
here's yet another Apatow thing), but unlike most Apatow comedies, 
this one doesn't deliver its childish heroes into respectable lives with 
good women; indeed, it rejects that altogether in favor of bromance. 

I laughed a few times, mainly at the desperately klutzy quality of 
some of the violence. AfightbetweenDale and Saul's dealer Red (Danny 
McBride) practically takes out the entire apartment; the choreography 
must have been very precise (or Rogen and McBride would probably be 
dead) but looks realistically ramshackle. And some of the comic friction 
between the many pairs of characters in the film pays off nicely: Rosie 
Perez and Gary Cole (as the murderous drug dealer) are the unlikeliest 
sexy partners in crime since Kelly Lynch and Sam Rockwell in Charlie's 
Angels. But I was still left feeling nonplussed and unsatisfied. The ex- 
periment doesn't work, especially when, like Hot Fuzz, it devolves into 
gunfire and explosions. It may be Rogen and Goldberg's idea of a really 
cool way to end a stoner comedy, but then I think of the blockbusters 
of the last two decades and how they've fostered young filmmakers' 
ideas of what's really cool — things blow up! Lots of people die! — and 
it gets a little depressing.
